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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Figs. 1 A, 1 B and 2 must be labeled as 
"Prior Art". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

3. The applicant is required to submit any known references or documents showing 
a similar stage, bearing, reaction mass arrangement as claimed with or without the 
bellows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The claims appear to be allowable, subject to the applicant's submission of 
relevant documents: 

Claims 1 - 41 are allowed. 

The prior art does not disclose the reaction mass apparatus having a stage, bearings, 
reaction mass and baseframe structured as claimed. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lee et al. (US 2002/0104453) discloses bearings in Figs. 8 and 9 
having sidewalls in the form of bellow around each bearing; Sogard et a. (US 
6,126,169) discloses using a sealing sheet to prevent air bearings from leaking; the 
other references disclose arrangements or elements pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
